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CONSTITUTION. 


ARTICLE    I. 

Name  and  object  of  the  Society. 
-Section  1.  This  Society  shall  be  known  by  the  name 
of  the  Philomathesian  Society. 

2.  The  object  of  this  Society  shall  be  the  intellectual 
improvement  of  its  members. 

3.  All  subjects  of  interest,  except  controverted  subjects 
on  Religion,  shall  be  open  for  discussion ;  and  may  be  in- 
vestigated by  written  essays  or  by  viva  voce  discussions. 

4.  At  every  regular  meeting  of  this  Society,  oi;ily  one 
subject  shall  be  debated. 

article  it. 
Officers  of  the  Society, 

Section  1.  The  Officers  of  this  Society  shall  consist  of 
fi  President,  Vice  President,  a  Secretary,  Assistant  Secrcr 
tary,  a  Treasurer,  Assistant  Treasurer,  a  Librarian,  a  Su,- 
pervisor,  a  Senior  and  Junior  Critic,  a  Chaplain  and  As- 
sistant Chaplain. 

2.  The  Officers  of  this  Society  shall  be  elected  hy  ballot, 
at  the  last  regular  meeting  of  February,  and  at  the  las.t 
regular  meeting  of  July,  in  each  year. 

ARTICLE    III. 

Qualification  for  Membership, 
Section  1.  Every  Student  of  this  Institution  shall  be 
eligible  to  regular  membership,  provided  he  is  not  associ- 
ated with  any  other  Society  of  a  similar  character  connected 
with  the  Institute. 


''^^  2.  The  Faculty  of  the  Institute  shall  be  eligible  to  reg- 
ular membership,  and  shall  be  exempted  from  all  demands 
of  the  Society. 

3.  All  persons  of  distinction,  and  young  men  of  promis- 
ing talents,  shall  be  eligible  to  Honorary  membership. 

4.  Every  Student,  to  become  a  member  of  this  Society, 
shall  be  proposed  by  one  of  its  members,  when  an  election 
by  ballot  shall  immediately  take  place. 

5.  Three  black  balls  shall  negative  the  election  of  the 
member  proposed. 

6.  Every  Student,  on  his  admission  to  the  Society,  shall 
pay  the  sum  of  —  as  an  initiation  fee,  and  the  sum  of  — 
quarterly. 

ARTICLE    IV. 

Buty  of  Officers. 
Section  1.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  President  to  pre- 
side over  all  meetings  of  the  Society,  to  preserve  decorum, 
to  appoint  all  committees,  to  put  all  questions,  to  sign  all 
orders,  and  to  give  the  casting  vote  in  case  of  a  tie. 

2.  The  President,  while  in  the  Chair,  shall  take  no  part 
in  the  debate ;  but  shall  at  all  times  have  the  privilege  of 
calling  any  member  to  occupy  the  Chair. 

3.  In  all  elections  by  ballot,  the  President  shall  have 
the  privilege  of  a  vote. 

4.  The  Vice  President  shall  preside  in  the  absence  of 
the  President,  and  shall  discharge  all  his  respective  duties. 

5.  The  Secretary  shall  keep  a  faithful  record  of  all  the 
proceedings  of  the  Society,  receive  all  monies,  pay  them 
over  to  the  Treasurer,  and  take  a  receipt  for  the  same. 
'"^  6.  The  Assistant  Secretary  shall  transcribe  and  preserve 
all  letters  of  the  Society,  and  in  case  of  the  absence  of  the 
Secretary,  shall  discharge  all  his  respective  duties. 


7.  The  Treasurer  shall  keep  all  monies  of  the  Society, 
and  pay  them  out  by  order  of  the  Society,  signed  by  the 
President. 

S.  The  Assistant  Treasurer  shall  purchase  all  articles 
necessary  for  the  Society,  and  present  his  bill  to  the  Treas- 
urer. 

9.  The  Librarian  shall  preserve  all  books  belonging  to 
the  Society,  keep  a  regular  catalogue  of  them,  and  lend 
them  out  to  the  members  as  he  may  be  directed  by  the 
Society. 

10.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Supervisor  scrupulously 
to  observe  the  deportment  of  the  members,  and  to  report 
all  delinquencies  to  the  President. 

11.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Critics  to  correct  all  er- 
rors in  composition. 

12.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Chaplain  to  open  and 
close  each  regular  meeting  of  the  Society  by  prayer ;  and 
in  case  of  the  absence  of  the  Chaplain,  the  Assistant  Chap- 
Iain  shall  perform  the  duties  of  Chaplain. 

No  alteration  shall  be  made  in  this  Constitution,  without 
the  concurrence  of  two-thirds  of  the  members  present 


<iENERAL  REMARKS. 


•The  Society  was  organized  the  28th  of  February  1835. 
The  number  of  its  members  has  gradually  increased,  and 
at  present  it  is  in  a  high  state  of  prosperity.  The  room 
belonging  to  the  Society  is  large  and  commodious,  and 
.well  constructed  for  containing  the  Library  and  holding 
meetings.  The  Library  contains  already  between  five  and 
six  hundred  dollars  worth  of  books,  most  of  which  were 
obtained  new,  and  selected  as  the  choicest  of  books  by  one 
who  was  amply  qualified  for  the  task.  To  the  use  of  the 
Library,  all  the  members  have  free  access,  and  are  respon- 
sible only  for  the  damage  or  the  loss  of  the  books.  Con- 
sidering the  infancy  of  the  Societ)^,  and  of  the  Institution 
with  which  it  is  connected,  we  are  not  disposed  to  com- 
plain of  our  beginning.  Indeed,  there  is  every  reason  for 
encouragement.  Frequently  have  we  seen  manifested  by 
a  liberal  and  enlightened  public,  a  disposition  to  assist  in 
enlarging  the  Libraiy,  which  is  so  essential  to  the  existence 
and  prosperity  of  a  Literary  Society.  Nor  would  we  let 
this  opportunity  pass  without  tendering  our  sincerest  thanks 
to  those  who  have  presented  us  with  valuable  works,  par- 
ticularly to  Dr.  Jos.  B.  Outlaw,  who  has  presented  the 
Society  with  some  very  valuable  books ;  amounting  at 
least  to  a  hundred  dollars,  the  reception  of  which  has  ne- 
cessarily been  delayed,  as  the  room  for  receiving  them 
has  not  till  recently  been  completed.
